After the degree had been con- 
ferred on him, Dr. Patterson deliv- 
ered a short address. He said there 
was no institution in the world from 
which he would rather receive the 
honor than from the University of 
Alberta. Of his twenty-three years 
in the West he felt that the most 
vital had been spent in Alberta, and 
while here one of his greatest inter- 
ests had been the U. of A. He ad- 
mired the democracy of its spirit, for 
the believes that education will be- 
come even more democratic and 
eventually there will be as many edu- 
cations as there are individuals. 

There are two aspects to educa- 
tion. First, the study of natural 
sciences and the mastery of material 
forces. Second, the cultivation of 
character to secure those qualities of 
heart and mind which will insure that 
the power will be rightly used. The 
only problem of education is the pro- 
blem of society, that is, the problem 
of how to live together. All the sub- 
jects we study are related more or 
less directly to this question. 

Then, there are two methods of 
instruction, First is direct formal 
instruction, and the second is in- 
direct education or experience. In 
the second, ideas have concrete rep- 
resentation and therefore it is by 
far the most important. In univer- 
sity life we study the most vital pro- 
blems in the best way, that is, we 
learn to live together by actual ex- 
perience. He concluded by thank- 
ing the Chancellor and Senate for 
the honor they had done him. 

Next on the programme was the 
conferring of degrees on a consider- 
able number of graduates, most of 
whom failed to present themselves.

ee 4,000 ‘Books of History: 
need and Fiction Open 
to Students 


Many students are familiar with 
the work of the Department of Ex- 
tension of the University of Alberta 
throughout the province. Its travel- 
ling libraries, lecture cameras, lan- 
tern lectures, cinema shows, High 
School Debating League, and other 
activities extend to every part of the 
province. 


The department exists to serve 
those people in the province who are 
unable to take advantage of the edu- 
cational facilities open to those, who 
live near centres of learning. Its 
purpose is to carry the University to 
the people in so far as that is pos- 
sible. But the Department of Ex- 
tension can also be of some service 
to the student. Large quantities of 
debating material have been  pre- 
pared on over fifty subjects of pub- 
lic interest, and may be had on ap- 
plication for periods of two weeks 
at a time. 

Pamphlets on Economics, covering 
questions such as ,“Canada’s Rail- 
way Problem,” ‘Rural Credits,’’, as 
well as many pamphlets on farming 
problems, are kept on hand for dis- 
tribution.

_ nearest competitor, and seven times that of Saskat- 
chewan. Manitoba has won three years in succession. 
To lose by the few points of the first and second 
meets is more honor than disgrace; but to find our- 
selves seventy-five points behind the winner should 
awaken us to the dearth of interest in these events 
in our University. 

That the University of Alberta has resources of 
athletic material cannot be questioned. Provincial 
championships in rugby, hockey and basketball show 
capacities we have for winning teams. But cham- 
pionships are made only by a hard grind of practice. 

_ Alberta can have a track team in the annual meet 
_ that will do honour to our ¢ollege only when a larger 
‘proportion of her students are willing to train for 

- efficiency.

“Karly in May, 1912, a group of 
Faculty Members and Students, anx- 
ious for the formation of a Philo- 
sophical Society, met and appointed 
a committee to take steps to’ make 
the Society an accomplished fact, 
and submit a constitution for consid- 
eration.’”’ 


This excerpt from the minite book 
of the Society is a simple statement 
of a rather important event in the 
evolution of this University. The 
purpose of the founders of the So- 
ciety, as finally incorporated in the 
constitution, is ‘equally unpreten- 
tious. ‘The aim of the Society shall 
be to stimulate interest in phoilso- 
phical problems by the reading of 
papers, by discussions, and by re- 
ports on research.” Thus, without 
any blare of trumpets, there came 
into being an organization which has 
always been a potent factor in stim: 
ulating interest in ‘Philosophical’ 
problems. That term has been inter- 
preted in its older and truer sense 
by successive executive committees, 
and a survey of the programs issued 
from year to year shows that there 
is scarcely any problem of human 
interest that has not at some time | 
been considered in one of the Public | 
or Members’ meetings of the Society. |
